British House To Make Docking Of 
Horses’ Tails legal 

The House of Lords often shows 
concern over the sufferings of ani- 
mals and even over the killing and 
maiming of human beings on the 
roads. It discussed and gave second 
reading to a bill to make illegal the 
“nicking” and “docking’’ of horses’ 
tails. The first practice was ad- 
mitted to be cruel and quite useless 
except to give the animal a fashion- 
able and unnatural appearance, There 
were defenders of docking on the 
ground that the long tail with which 
nature provides the horse is apt to 
entangle itself in harness and other 
things against which it may be 
swished. This danger can hardly be 


Serious, because the Army does not|* 


allow its horses to be docked, neither 
do many of the police forces. 

The case against it is not that the

Newspaper Writers Puzzled Over 
Substitution Of Eire For Ireland 
The casting of “Ireland” into the 

limbo of forgotten things, and its 
substitution by “Hire”, has provided 
a nice little problem for newspaper 
writers. Even now they do not seem 
to have solved it to their complete 
satisfaction. The question is: if we 
cannot use “Ireland,” are we still 
justified in using “Irish” as the ad- 
jective? 

When the recent two-country con- 
ference was taking place many pap- 
ers apparently decided that “Irish” 
was not admissible; they referred to 
it as the “Anglo-Hire’’ Conference, 
Others, mostly in the provinces, 
stuck tenaciously to “Irish” and per- 
sisted in referring to it as the “An- 
glo-Irish” conference. 

There should be an authoritative 
ruling on this point, which has a cer- 
tain subtlety likely to lead to a 
permanent variance in newspaper 
practice, 

Is “Eire” the adjective as well as 
the noun—-if not, what is the proper 
adjective and should it be used? 
Should one refer to the “Irish” peo- 
ple, the “Eire” people, or ‘‘the people 
of Hire’? 

At the moment it would seem that 
“Irish” will continue in use. Most 
of the Irish papers, including Mr. 
de Valera’s own party mouthpiece, 
used it on commenting on the recent 
conference. It also forms part of 
the title of at least three prominent 
Irish newspapers. 

In any case, if certain papers per- 
sist in using “Eire’’ as the adjective, 
what will they do when a story 
breaks concerning the Irish Sea ?— 
Newspaper World, London.

The World of Wheat 
By H. G. L. Strange 


“The United States’ Goverment 
has decided to release 100 million 
dollars’ worth of gold eyery three 
months from the vaults where it 
has been sterilized, so as to permit 
the yellow metal to expund the 
credit base of the United States.” 

This is important news indeed, 
for it means that the vast hoard of 
gold which has been accumulating 
in the United States since 1933 
will, at last, be permitted to make 
its weight felt in raising commodity 
prices, 

As compared with 1913-14, the 
crencies of the United States, 
Canada and Great Britain have 
been inflated by 69 percent, and 
since 1932 the World’s production 
of gold has been about 40 percent 
greater each year than previously. 

These factors, separately and to- 
gether, tend greatly to increase the 
price of all commodities, for gold 
and money are the yardstick which 
mcosure price. It means, therefore 
that as soon as the existing Govern 
mental restraints on the full use of 
gold and credit are remoyed, then 
all prices, and so the cost of living 
aud production, will tend to rise by 
69 percent oF more as comparéd 
with pre- War prices, 

Commodity prices so far have 
ouly risen by 25 percent, and cost 
of living by 36 percent, but the

“At intervals sufficiently regular 
to be termed cycles, periods of 
abundance are followed by periods of 
scarcity,” the announcement said. 
“It is hoped the investigations will 
result in more information on the 
causes of fur cycles so it may be 
possible to forecast changing condi- 
tions and to adopt measures to tide 
over the scarcity periods those whose 
livelihood is dependent on wild life 
resources.” 

Questionnaires are being submitted 
to resident traders, trappers, Royal) 
Canadian Mounted Police and Gov- 
ernment officials in the Northwest 
Territories. Information is asked on 
caribou, fox, rabbit, snowy owl and 
sledge dogs, all subject to wide fluc- 
tuations in number. 

The department says all animals 
are not affected by the cycles at the 
same time. In many localities this 
year shortages of fox, mink and 
beaver are reported but muskrats are 
exceptionally plentiful. A special 
order allows Indians and half-breeds 
to take muskrats this year six weeks 
in advance of the regular season. 
This will relieve distress caused by a 
scarcity of other furs. — Ottawa 
Journal. 


Repairing Undersea Cables 


British Post Office Has Fully 
Equipped Vessels For This Work 
Winter, with its sudden fierce gales 

in the North Sea and English Chan- 

nel, is a season of hard work for 
the cable ships of the British Post 

Office. Rough seas exert unusual 

strain on the 240 submarine cables— 

containing some 25,000 miles of wire 

and covering a distance of 5,000 

nautical miles—for which the post 

office is responsible. 

A break in one of the cables that 
connect Britain with France, Bel- 
gium, Germany, Holland or Norway 
is registered by delicate electrical 
instruments, One of the”post office's 
two vessels—the Monarch and the 
Alert, small but fully equipped ves- 
sels of 1,150 tons and 940 tons, 
respectively—steams away to do a 
repair job. Only the approximate 
position of the break is known; the 
exact place must, of course, be 
found. 

First a marking buoy is laid, then 
the cable hauled up by means of a 
*grapnel. (So deft are the cable ship 
officers that they can tell by the 
mere feel whether the grapnel has 
caught the cable or encountered 
some obstruction on the sea bottom). 
Once aboard, the cable is cut in two. 
By attempting to communicate with 
linesman in cable huts on shore it is 
possible to discover in which half the 
break lies, | 

The sound end is sealed and buoy- 
ed. The faulty part is hauled up 
and examined until the exact trouble 
is located. This is repaired, the cable} 
lowered completely after it has been 
rejoined to its other half.—-New York 
Times.

of time for the main honey flow. In 
certain regions, they will produce 
extraordinary crops of honey. Be- 
cause of this, many beekeepers fol- 
low the practice of killing all their 
bees in the fall of the year and re- 
placing them with package bees the 
following spring. Package bees will 
give better results in regions where 
the main honey flow is gathered dur- 
ing the months of July and August, 
but, where the flow starts about the 
middle of June and ceases during 
July, the returns are much smaller, 
often being little more than the cost 
of the packages plus transportation 
charges. 

Package bees may be obtained in 
sizes ranging from one to five pounds 
in weight. The two-pound size is 
more popular, and packages of this 
size have been known to produce 
over 300 pounds of surplus honey 
under very favourable conditions. 
The average, however, is much be- 
low this, according to C. B. Gooder- 
ham, Dominion Apiarist. Package 
bees must be ordered early in order 
to secure them at the proper time. 
When ordering, one should state 
definitely the number and size of 
package required, that each package 
is to be accompanied by a queen, and 
the approximate date they are to 
arrive. For most places the pack- 
ages should arrive during the latter 
half of April, although bees arriving 
during the early part of May may 
give a good account of themselves. 
In northern regions whergthe open- 
ing of spring is late, the first half of 
May is a good time. After ordering 
the bees, arrangements should be 
made with the nearest customs 
officer, express agent or mail clerk 
for immediate delivery. There is no 
duty on package bees, nor is there 
excise tax on orders of less than $25. 
Also the hives and other equipment 
necessary for housing the bees upon 
arrival should be prepared before- 
hand. For further details, write to 
the Publicity and Extension Branch, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, for a copy of the bul- 
letin entitled “Package Bees and 
How to Install Them.”

A good deal of controversy has 
been stirred up in the Ontario press 
about the “burning out” of athletes 
at a comparatively early age.

This is a controversy that might 
lead up numerous blind alleys.

He is willing to 
pour money year after year into its 
aggrandizement, and south of the 
line, notably, it has become big busi- 
ness, The athletes must have the 
tune and the tempo called for them.

Sir Josiah Stamp, noted British 
economist, told a special convocation 
at McMaster University that Soviet 
Russia's potential gold production 
was one of the “clouds the size of a 
man’s hand” that might influence 
economic laws.

“Recent technical advance has 
been rapid and the output has jump- 
ed sevenfold in a few years.”

A Highly Concentrated Food 


Pound Of Raisins Represents Four 
Pounds Of Grapes : 

It takes from three and a half to 
four pounds of grapes to make one 
pound of raisins. Juice represents 
98 per cent. of the weight of ripe 
seedless grapes and from 90 to 95 
per cent, of that of ripe Muscat 
grapes. In drying, the fruit changes 
from the light amber color of the 
ripe fresh grape to the deep purple 
of the raisin. Although the drying 
process eliminates only moisture, it 
concentrates in one pound of raisins 
all the food value in from three to 
four pounds of fresh grapes. This is 
why mountaineers take raisins as 
food; they have maximum food value 
with a minimum of weight and bulk.

Market For Poultry 


Canada Supplies All Live 
United States Can Use 
Canada has been practically the 
sole supplier of live turkeys to the 
United States for a number of years 
past, although the trade steadily de- 
clined from the peak year of 1931 
and was almost negligible in 1933, 
writes C. H. West, assistant Cana- 
dian trade commissioner at New 
York in the Commercial Intelligence 
Journal. Since the latter year there 
has been an improvement, imports 
in 1936 of 25,191 pounds valued at 
$4,888, being four times those of the 
preceding year. The Dominion also 
supplied the bulk of the United 
States imports of live poultry other 
than turkeys. Imports of chickens, 
ducks, geese and guineas from Can- 
ada in 1936 amounted to 1,092,439 
pounds out of a total of 1.205,347 
pounds. Two of the principal states 
to which all types of live poultry are 
shipped from Canada are Maine and 
New Hampshire. Live turkeys are 
imported in largest volume across 
the Dakota boundary, and other live 
poultry into the state of Washing- 
ton.

In few other things does a little 
‘preliminary planning yield such 
tangible returns as in gardening. It 
| is possible td construct a house with- 
; out a blue print, though the job will 
usually be regretted. Gardens, too, 
can be created in this fashion but 
the results are apt to be confused 
‘with the natural conglomeration of 
weeds, tin cans and abandoned motor 
cars which litter up the usual vacant 
lot.. A little planning is most essen- 
tial and it will enhance the interest 
in the hobby, pastime, work or what- 
ever gardening is called, as well as 
add very materially to its real value. 
Now, while the earth is still dormant, 
or at least too wet or too cold to in- 
dulge in any but the hardiest kind 
of planting, is the time to begin these 
plans. All that is necessary is a pen- 
cil and paper, a seed catalogue, and 
possibly a Government bulletin or 
two, 

For the permanent sort of garden- 
ing, that is the kind using perennial 
flowers, shrubs, trees, grass and 
other things that grow for years, 
some preliminary planning is abso- 
lutely essential. True, most Cana- 
dian garden authorities advocate in- 
formal planting for the average 
home surroundings, but even in sim- 
ple informality some previous notion 
of the final results is desirable. 
Otherwise, there are going to be tiny 
shrubs hidden by large ones, grass 
is going to be too shaded in one 
quarter and delicate flowers burnt up 
in another, 

Even in the vegetable patch, it is 
a splendid idea, so the horticulturists 
state, to plot the whole patch 
roughly to scale, and then lay out 
the rows so that tall corn, staked 
tomatoes and similar things have 
plenty of room. each way, but beans, 
carrots and beets do not get more 
than from 15 to 24 inches between 
the rows. 

Early spring is generally consider- 
ed the most favourable season for 
planting nursery stock. Under the 
latter heading comes a wide variety 
of plants, including rose bushes, 
shrubs, fruit and ornamental trees, 
perennial flower plants, vines, rasp- 
berry bushes, asparagus, strawberry 
plants and a host of other permanent 
things. 

In purchasing such material author- 
ities emphasize the importance of 
securing fresh stock from a reliable 
Canadian source. Roots and stems 
should be pliable and moist and if 
there is any upper growth, as in the 
case of shrubs and trees, there 
should be evidence of live green buds.

Britain Cannot Be Expected Alone 

To Keep Peace Of The World 

It is irritating to read in news- 
papers from the United States, to 
hear from radio “commentators” in 
that country, the suggestion that 
Britain is letting freedom down be- 
cause she is not ready to fight at 
the drop of the hat for Manchoukuo 
or China or Ethiopia or Austria or 
Czechoslovakia. 

Britain, say critics of this sort, 
Pesrcrehaay take a firm stand for democ- 
racy. And the extraordinary thing 
is that it never seems to occur to 
them that the United States, as we 
are told so often the wealthiest and 
potentially most powerful nation in 
the world, has at least an equal re- 
sponsibility for the preservation of 
democracy. ‘Its traditions, inherited 
and acquired, are traditions of 
liberty; its hatred of injustice and 
| oppression is deep-seated and very 
real, 

The argument advanced is the 
familiar one that Britain, a world 
empire with its heart close to the 
European turmoil, in its own defence 
must resist aggression wherever its 
head iS reared. But if Britain went 
to war against the dictatorships—to 
keep the Japanese out of China or 
the Germans out of Austria or the 
Italians out of Spain — and were 
beaten, what then would be the posi- 
tion of the United States? It would 
be almost literally a case of the 
United States against the world. 
Does anyone imagine the weak and 
helpless republics of Central and 
South America would be saved: by 
the Monroe Doctrine? —- Ottawa
